WASHINGTON (UPI) — In a political master¬ 
stroke, President Nixon chose House of Represent¬ 
atives Republican leader Gerald Ford of Michigan as 
vice^)resident Friday night to cheers from Congitss. 
Ford promptly announced he wasn’t interested in the 
presidency in 1976. 

Declaring it was “time for a new beginning for 
Ameiica,” Nixon told a glittering assembly of digni¬ 
taries in the White House Eiist Room he had selected 
Foi^ because “we need strong, effective leadership’’/^, 
,lo keep world peace and halt inflation.

Conspicuously absent from the 13-minute, na- 
tionaily televi.sed cei-emony, unpi-ecedenled in Amei'i- 
can history, was Spiro Agnew, who resigned two days 
ago in disgrace.

Nixon made his decision, another surprise in a 
year of surprises, at dawn at Camp David, Md., but 
kept it such a ciosely guarded .secret that Ford him¬ 
self did not know for sure until he received a tele¬

Ing fttumpaRe i>ayment* to the 
government for timber cut In 
the province was announced 
Friday by Resotirces Minister 
Robert Williams. 

The new regulatkjcw, which 
go into effect on Monday for 
the Interior forest region, will 
bring in about an e>ctra $30 
million a year in provincial 
revenues, Williams e^mated. 

He said no hmi date has 
been set for putting the regu¬ 
lations into effect in the Coast 
region, which includes Van¬ 
couver Ldand. "It is an ex¬ 
tremely complex situation on 
the Coast," he added. 

Much of the increased lax 
will come from the abolition 
of what was commonly 
known as SS-ccnrt wood 
wood on which only 35 cents 
royalty was paid on each 100 
cubic feet. 

Williams said he had found 
that 100 cubic feet of wood — 
equal to 100 eight-foot pieces 
of 2 by 4 — ooBt $144 in a Van- 
. couver lumber yard, meaning 
^he stumpage tax wnuH he 
.iust o\’er one-^lrd of 1 per 
cent. 

The 55-cent system had 
been in effect since 1965, he 
said, when the previou.s Social 
Cr e d 11 government had 
agreed to charge operators 
the flat 55.<‘ent stumpage rale 
for all small wood formerly 
left behind and wasted. This 
wood now accounts for about 
.38 per cent of all wood pro¬ 
duced in the Interior region. 

Instead of establisiwg any 
other flat rate, the govern¬ 
ment Is instituting e systeni 
whereby the situation of each 
operator Is reviewed and the

Assuring an historic e.xe<’U- 
tive-judiciary confrontation 
that will have to be settled by 
the Supreme Court, the V.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals or¬ 
dered Nixon to surrender his 
secret tape recordings relat¬ 
ing to the scandal to Oiief 
U.S. District Judge John 
Sirica. 

Material relating to national 
defence or foreign relations 
may be witheld the appeals 
court ruled, but even it will be 
subject to scrutiny by Sirica 
to make sure that the claim is 
valid.

Israeli forces battled their 
way to witoin 25 miles of ihe 
Syrian capita] of Damascus 
Friday, Israel's slate radio 
said. The Syrians acknowl¬ 
edged .some Israeli progress, 
hut claimed the Israelis were 
forced to retreat late in the 
day. 

The Israeli military com¬ 
mand has not indicated liow 
far intends to push into 
Syria or if the Syrian capital 
is an objective. 

In other developments: 

• In Moscow, Tass news 
agency said Friday that 
I.sraell missiles sank a SovitPt: 
cargo ship in a Syrian port. 

• The Israeli command 
said it.s forces enioiinlered 
Iraqi forces for the first time 
in the war. The Israeli slate 
radio estimated the Iraqi rein- 
forcement.s in Ihe .Syrian 
fighting to be one division. An 
Iraqi division has 250 tanks 
and 13.000 to 15,000 troops. 

• On the Suez front, Egypt 
wa.s moving ground-to-air 
missile batteries "forward on 
the west bank of the canal 
Friday," according to Ihe 
Israeli slate radio. 

• The Israeli radio said 
Egyptian forces were "mining 
the approach roads to their 
fiositions," laying a path of 
pxplosi\cs between them¬ 
selves and the Israeli col¬ 
umns.

The new' prices w’ill remain 
in effect for one year.

fiom region to region, selling 
price in Ottaw a this week was 
about 56 cents a pound.

With this system in effect, 
there is no way of specifying 
what the new rates will bej 
because "in such a detailed'' 
apnach it will be a matter 
of dealing with values as they 1 
are in terms of what the mar¬ 
ket tells us. in terms of the 
final price for these products. i| 
which are lumlicr and chips 
. . . and in rec >enl/.ing the real 
costs for the average efficient 
oi*erat»>r in each situation. 

Ihe more efficient operator 
than the average would make 
greater profit than the giy- 
emment profit figure. Wil¬ 
liams said, but .wmie of the 
more inefficient o|»era1ora 
might be in a little trouble. 

However, he fell this was 
fair 'be<'au5e he didn t think 
the public should, in effect, 
subsidi/.e inefficient operators 
hv taking loo low a price for 
resources that are really the 
people’s. 

The new’ system will also 
consider all uses of a log in 
determining its valii^e for 
stumpage purposes.

In"any event, he added, the 
system will take place gra¬ 
dually as each operator will 
become subject to the new 
snimpage regulations when 
his cutting permit becomes 
due. It may take up to two 
years to have the plan fully 
operational, he said.

Standing silently beside 
Peron was Maria Kstella 
“Isabel” Martinez de Peron, 
40. the first woman to become 
A vice-president in the Ameri¬ 
cas. Isabel's hand trembled, 
as she read the oath of office 
in a strong forceful voice. 

The inauguration was 
marked by the strictest secu¬ 
rity in memor>’. partly to pre¬ 
vent any shooting between 
rival Peronist groujMi who 
turned a rally when Peron re¬ 
turned from 18 years in exile 
into a battlefield. 

Interim president Raul ias- 
tiri gave the presidential sash 
and baton to Peron iif an af¬ 
ternoon ceremony at the Casa 
Rosada.

Price Gap

VIENNA (UPI) — Negotia¬

Neither side disclosed exact 
figures involved, but the Per¬ 
sian Gulf states had been un¬ 
derstood earlier to be de¬ 
manding a 65 per cent in¬ 
crease in the current price of 
U a barrel they charge for 
the oil produced by the west¬ 
ern firms.

two superpowers. 

Kissinger told a news con¬ 
ference that Soviet statements 
urging other Arab states to 
join Egypt and .Syria in the 
renew^ fighting against 
Israel were not “heli^ul.” The 
United States also took a dim 
view of apparent Russian re¬ 
supply efforts to the Arabs, he 
added. 

But, he said, none of these 
actions yet “threaten the sta¬ 
bility” of U.S.-Soviet agree¬ 
ments aimed at easing world 
tensions. 

•’When that point is * 
reached,” Kissinger said, "we 
will not hes'tate to take a 
firm stand. But as of this mo¬ 
ment we are still attempting 
to moderate the crisis. 

“I want to repeat that when 
we make the judgment that 
rSoviett action has reached a 
point of iiresponsibility. we 
will be very firm in making 
this clear.” 

Kissinger, w'hose first full- 
scAle news conference as sec¬ 
retary of state was dominated 
by questions relatiing to the 
Mideast war, said the United 
.States now has two ob.jec- 
tlves: “To end the bo.^tili- 
ties as quickly a.s possible” 
and to end them in a manner 
“which will promote a lasting 
solution in the Middle East.” 

Kissinger said the .Soviet 
airlift of military supplies to 
Egypt and Syria appear to he 
“moderate” and he acknowl¬ 
edged the United States was 
discussing resupply and other 
matters with Israel.

M unicipal affairs minister James Lori- 

mer has given the pubKc only the vaguest 
of ideas of how the government inten(fe to reshape 
local governance in British Columbia. Perhaps thi.s 
is because he rides the whirlpobl where opposing 
currents of thought collide. It would not be surpris¬ 
ing. 

The New Democrats before they gained power 
said they would "restructure municipal govern¬ 
ments on the basis of local neighborhoods or com¬ 
munities to ensure that cities are democratically 
controlled by the people who live in them." 

Exactly what thLs pledge means is anyone’s 
guess. Mr. Lorimer has indicated^that Colwood, 
Langford and View Royal will have to become a 
municipality, or municipalities, or parts of existing 
municipalities in a few months. The election-cam¬ 
paign promise appears to favor small municipal 
units. But the minister was reluctant even to allow 
Albert Head to break away from the Colwood 
regional Sectoral area and join Metchoein, to which 
its residents feel a greater affinity, pending deci¬ 
sions on new munici^ boundaries. 

Furthermore, Mr. Lorimer hints at the possi¬ 
bility of enlarging some of the southern Vancouver 
Island municipalities, or even amalgamating them. 


Without objecting to this course, it is possible still 
to note that this is not restructuring municipal 
governments on the basis of local neighborhoods 
or communities. 

What else might the words mean? Perhaps the 
oid ward system. Vancouver is going to vote on 
ward representation this month, and The Province 
after conducting an opinion survey and feeding the 
results into a computer has predicted that the 
division of the city into wards will be approved by 
the electors. 

It may be worth noting that the.New Demo¬ 
cratic Party, which is active in dvic politics In Van¬ 
couver, likely would g^n by •hrard voting there. 
NDP candidates would have a better chance of 
winning in pro-NDP neighborhoods than if they 
wei-e to stand for electi<jn at large. 

This may be no part of the minister’s thinking. 
But if he inclines toward wards to bring local gov¬ 
ernments closer to the j^ple, he must wrestle with 
the problems of parochialism which a plenitude of 
political boundaries tends to create. ’I^e most bene¬ 
ficial planning and development calls for large mu¬ 
nicipal units, not comi^ng and bickering small 
communities, and therein lies a dilemma fqr^all of 
us. 


The Wrong Words 


I T KEEPS COMING BACK like a song — like a 
song with a well-remembered name, a haunting 
tune, and all but a few of the words forgotten, if 
ever they were learned. ‘It’’ in this case is not a 
song, and it is not as old as Stardust or Smoke Gets 
in Your Eyes. It is a report on the munidpal eco¬ 
nomics of highrise residential construction. It was 
produced just a little more than two years ago. It 
has been misquoted wherever there is opposition to 
apartment towers, almost from the outset. 

The latest to mention the report in Victoria 
was Alderman Malcolm Anderson. At the public 
hearing Wednesday evening on the “down zoning" 
of apartment-zoned land in James Bay, the aider- 
man mentioned that a study done in the Toronto 
suburb of North York had concluded that the mu¬ 
nicipality did not profit by its large number of 
highrises because servicing the area became too ex¬ 
pensive. Others have said or implied that the 
study proved that highrises do not pay their way in 
net income to municipalities anywhere. 

We are sure Alderman Anderson spoke in all 
Innocence. But the report said no such thing as 
that the municipality did not profit from tall 
blocks. Nor did it comment on the ecanomics of 
highrises in other situations. 

/’f' 'The study by the consultant firm of Price Wa¬ 
terhouse Associates in the Borough of York led to 
fhe conclusion that all things considered, the finan¬ 
cial benefits of highrises in that municipality would 
not be so great as to shut out consideration of 
other types of development. 


According to a Globe and Mail account at the 
time. Price Waterhouse considered seven key devel¬ 
opment sites and gave attention to the cost of ser¬ 
vices generated by highrises and single-family uses, 
compared with revenue benefits. If apartments had 
been built on all seven sites, the average taxpayer 
would have paid $2.12 less in 1969 taxes. If low- 
density residential housing had been built on two of 
the sates, the taxpayer would have paid $1.96 more. 
This spread of only about $4 in gain or loss for the 
average taxpayer, the report said, meant that the 
people of the borough were free to choose the kind 
of development of their community that they want¬ 
ed without incurring financial hardship. 

The study did not find that highrises were 
unprofitable to York in the whole picture of reve¬ 
nue and expenditure. It found that they were not 
so profitable as to force the municipality to accept 
them reluctantly. 

The study did not find that highrises would 
not bring large financial benefits In other places 
and in different circumstances. It was confined to 
specific sites in one borough in metropolitan Toron¬ 
to. 

’The study served a good purpose in that loca¬ 
tion. It proves nothing about the possibilities else¬ 
where, including the Greater Victoria municipali¬ 
ties. Only a similar examination of all the factors in 
Victoria would trfl Victorians the net cost to them 
in taxes of calling a halt to highrise construction.

Politically, the committee 
Has done a fine job as it has 
neatly passed on the problem 
of what to do with the Islands 
1o a n'l^ commission along 
with a strr»ng asserti'On of the 
rights of not only all British 
Odumbians but all Canadians 
in the future of the Islands. 
This is guaranteed to appeal 
to the majority of voters in 
B.C. and particularly those in 
the urban areas of Vancouver 
and Victoria. Gulf Islanders 
too. believe it or not, are In¬ 
terested in the future of the 
Islands and the trust may 
sound like an answer to the 
ongoing dilemma of how to 
preserve the quality of island 
life in the face of steadily in¬ 
creasing population pressures. 

Other Islanders, Including 
Mr. Jim Campbell, chairman 
of the Capital Regional Dis¬ 
trict, have read this report 
and have come away with the 
uneasy feeling that even 
though the committee has 
made a courteous bow in the 
direction of Islanders' inter¬ 
ests, the suggested trust could 
effectively place control of the 
Gulf Islanders in the hands of 
the provkicitl government. 


Residents, many of whom 
have lived here for years and 
who have contribute greatly 
to creating the quality of life 
the committee is so anxious to 
preserve, may find they are 
denied the rights to self deter¬ 
mination enjoyed by their fel¬ 
low citizens in this province. 

At the moment we do not 
know whether or not the pro¬ 
vincial government will ac¬ 
cept the committee's recom¬ 
mendation and if so the terms 
of reference and composition 
of the trust — probably it will 
be six months before we have 
anything specific. In the 
meantime I hope Islanders 
who want to play a part in the 
management of their own af¬ 
fairs will make their position 
clear to the government. Jim 
Campbell fears the creation of 
an Islands Trust that will pa- 
temalistically adminitter 
almost all facets of island life 
with only perfunctory refer¬ 
ence to the opinion of Is¬ 
landers.

Communism 

I am always surprised that, 
after more than M years of 
Communiet rule in Russia, a 
vast number of people in the 
western w^ld persist in be¬ 
lieving that the “iron curtain” 
is about to be or has already 
been lifted. Lenin from the 
very beginning waged unre¬ 
mitting war on all shades of 
liberalism. (One of the first 
things he did after he first 
seized power was to proclaim 
the Bolshevik (later Commu¬ 
nist) party, supreme dictator 
and to force the strongest 
labor union -in Russia te* 
swear allegiance to the party 
and to abandcxi effort^ to es¬ 
tablish a wtx'kers’ state based 


on some sort of liberal prin¬ 
ciples. 

Ihere is no indication that 
the new Soviet state has wa¬ 
vered from the determination 
to root out liberalism com¬ 
pletely. Cordial diplomatic re¬ 
lations with western repre¬ 
sentatives come easily to the 
Russians who are the most 
sociable of people. But it is 
naive to think that visits Of 
foreign dignitaries and the at¬ 
tendant festivities, have any 
effect on the basic principle of 
the Soviet state or to deter the 
secret police spreading their 
network of spies ithrough the 
western world. 

Russia has everything to 
gain from intercourse with 
the western wwld. Such inter¬ 
course will help them econoni<* 
icaily but will have no effect 
on their determinatiem to 
eliminate all liberalism.

■Russia Plays China by Ear 


Soviet relatlcms with China 
are frozen, but frozen like a 
river in winter. A spring thaw 
may come at any moment. 

Through all the fire and 
smoke of polemics, certain 
clarificatkxis are emerging 
which will enable both sides 
to find common ground when 
the time is ripe for it. The 
pertinent question is no longer 
whether an improvement will 
take place in Sino-Soviet rela¬ 
tions, but when. It will proba¬ 
bly be slow in maturing. 

■k * * 

Given the peculiar dynamic 
of the relationship in which 
national interests have to be 
dressed in tixe framework of 
ideological posltkms, ft is like¬ 
ly that even when an under¬ 
standing is about to be 
reached or a concession about 
to be made by either side, it 
will be accompanied by deni¬ 
als that such understanding or 
concession is intended. Only 
afterwards will an admission 
be made. 

The disclosure in Tashkent 
by Leonid Brezhnev, Commu¬ 
nist Party boss, that Moscow 
had offered a no-war pact tb 
China in June, is an example 
of this process at wotic. As the 
Russians see it, they have a 
twofold problem in dealing 
with China. First, the Soviet 
Union has become an issue in 
the domestic poUtica of China 
and Moscow must do its best 
to counter this. Linked with 
this is the fact that China has 
successfully played the role of 
a weaker country being 
threatened by a stronger 
country — when necessary, 
by provoking the Russians to 
make a show of force, as in 
1969.

Ihe Soviet no-war proposal 
and other categorical pro¬ 
nouncements that Moscow has 
no aggressive plans against 
China are designed to meet 
precisely this problem. Such 
moves are made to reinforce 
those in China who want nor¬ 
mal relations with the Soviet 
Union, and Moscow seems to 
believe very, strongly that 
such forces exist. It will also 
help to counter Chinese propa¬ 
ganda abroad that the Rus¬ 
sians are about to gobble 
them iq>. 

Ihe Russians, however, are 
resigned to the fact that in 
some countries proChinese 
sentiments are deliberately 
enoouiaged by outside powers 
to play off the two Communist 
states against each other. 

In their tense relations with 
China tite Russians feel that " 
because of domestic, political 
or ideological considerations, 
Peking may not be able to 
react on a quid pro quo basis. ^ 
So they have to initiate moves 
and let the Chinese know 
about it, and hope that in the 
long run Peking will respond 
somehow or other.

In 1974 or eariy 1975, Mos¬ 
cow would like to call a con¬ 
ference of all the Communist 
parties of the world. If it can 
demonstrate in the interven¬ 
ing period its own clean hands 
and relative strong desire for 
normalization with China, it 
will have greeter support 
from the Communist move¬ 
ment. *lhe last meeting of this 
nature, held in June 1963. was 
spoiled by a bitter Sino- 


Soviet polemic on the txx'der 
question. 

Since then, there have been 
changes in the International 
scene and In the Communist 
movement, the latest and of 
greatest concern to the move¬ 
ment being the military coup 
in Chile. Moscow feels that a 
world meeting will serve to 
consolidate the Soviet ideolog- 


Icai position and it wants tiie 
Sino-fovlet dispute either out 
of tlLe ^y or reduced to a 
very 1^'level before and dur¬ 
ing the meeting. 

The Russians are deter¬ 
mined to ad<^t a posture of 
correct but firm reason¬ 
ableness towards China in tha 
coming months. If Peking re¬ 
sponds in a similar fashion, it 
will come as a welcome relief 
to Moscow.

Too Many People 


From Winalpeg Free Press 
When Health Minister Mare 
Lakmde said earher this year 
that femiJy allowuice pay¬ 
ments for children uzider 18 
would be trebled at tha end of 
the year — from around $7 a 
month to around S20 — it was 
suggested in these columns 
that the whole idea of family 
’allowances was out of keeping 
with today's tiiinking. The 
program essentially rewards 
people in proportion to the 
number ot children 'they 
have: but the emphasis today 
is not on large families but on 
small families or no families. 

Ihe main reason for this sim¬ 
ply is that the world has more 
people than it can comfort¬ 
ably support now. Much of the 
world's ills — food shortages, 
high food malnutrition and 
starvation, rising polKition, 
depletion ot non-renewable re¬ 
sources, the crisis in fuels and 
energy ^ all iead back to es- 
sentiaUy the same cause: too 
many people. And the number 
is' rising so rapidly that one 


wonders when nature will elep 
in and set the balance aright, 
as it inevitably will. 

But if the federal govern¬ 
ment's new family allowance 
program should have the re¬ 
sult of aggravating this situa¬ 
tion. the psovince of Quebec’s 
variation of the program la 
much worse. Ihe Quebec plan 
calls for $15 a month for the 
fitst child in a family, $32 for 
the second, $33 for fhe third 
and $37 for the fourth and 
every child after that In ad¬ 
dition, the provincial govern¬ 
ment has added a $5 a month 
supplement for diHdren be¬ 
tween the agea of 12 and 17, 
tfiereby making the max¬ 
imum payment for a fourth 
child $42 a mcavth. 

'Ihis surely is a great in¬ 
centive to have at least four 
children and perhaps more. 
And while the program may 
solve some of I^mier 
Bourassa's political problems, 
it is going to do nothing at all 
towaM soilving the basic prob¬ 
lem facing the world today.

Scientists Plan New Forest Firefighting Methods

Imagine 10 years from now taking a walk in a forest and 
confronting a shiny 20-foot monster that marches on four 
springy steel legs and stares at you from a glowing eye. 

It would flot be a Martian war machine, but a sc^itilaticat- 
ed mechanic^ firefighter on its way to dump chemicals into 
the heart of a forest blsze. 

On the heels of die worst forest fires in history of the 
western United States, a group of scientists has suggested 
ways of fighting the huge blazes. 

Today’s aerial tankers with their loads of fire rtlardant 
chemicals, bulldozer drivers and shovel-wielding smoke 
jumpers simply are not good enough, the scientists say. 

In their place, they suggest clanking armies of robot 
flrefigh^rs able to widistand the tearing 1.000-degree heat of 
the firea and controlled from a gadget-laden fire control 
centre. 

Sixteen camera-carrying satellites would be constantly 


transmitting photographs and information to the centre, 
where computers would predict the path of the fire. 

The 21 scientists and engineers spent three months put¬ 
ting together their plan, which they presented to represent¬ 
atives of California firefighting agencies. 

The agencies were in the mood to listen to Ideas. Over a 
' iwo-wOek period, an az;my of 10.000 firefighters had battled 
more than 50 major forest fires throughout the West. 

Ihe fires blackened some .100 square mils of brush and 
timberlasd — destroying enough lumber to build 25,000 three- 
bedroom houdas. 

The plan would take up to 10 years to put into effect and 
would oost no more than the $200 million a year it now costs 
California to fight forest fires, the scientists tay. 

They envisage 300 automated ground weather stations 
■capered around the wooded wilderness areas of California. 
The micro-station's job would be to assess the fire danger In 
its area. 

The .job is done less efficiently today by forest rangers, 
who visit remote areas on inspection trips. A ranger has 


calibrated logs of wood that he weighs periodically. The 
lighter they are, the drier and more auacepUble to fire they 
are. 

But the ranger may not return to the aame area for a 
week or so. while the stations would be monitoring conditions 
continuously. 

The satellites would relay the data to the fire control 
centre to be digested by computers. A red light blinking on a 
control ctmscd wtHtld signal a fire alert. 

The fire control chief would immediately order spotter 
aircraft to the area and deploy his firefighting forces. 

Dr. John Billingham, chief of the biotechnology division 
at the Ames research centre of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Agency, has been a co-director 'Of..the study. He feels 
certain the scientists' recommendations will eventually be 
put into effect. 

“Forest fires today are unpredictable and almost uncon¬ 
trollable." he said. “They bum far too big «n area and cause 
millions of dollars worth of damage. We think our method 
would suppress most, if not all, the seven or eight per cent of 
fires that today become ma.ior infernos.” 


Dr. Billingham says mechanical firefighters are current¬ 
ly in the experimental stage. 

One, called a “dragon wagon," has ei^t Independently- 
sprung wheels capable of climbing a 60-degrce slope and 
leaning 30 degr^ without tipping over. 

The walking robot'firefighter would have legs about six 
feet long, enabling it to climb small vertical rock surfaces. It 
would weigh about 10 tons when loaded with chemicals, and 
would “see ” with small TV cameras covered by thick fire- 
resistant glass. 

Its surface would probably be shiny aluminum to reflect 
heat. Surface cooling could be accomplished either by blow¬ 
ing air outward through its “skin," or by circulating a 
coolant liquid just below the “skin." 

Another possible aerial firefighting weapon is a combina¬ 
tion airplane and airship, capable of carrying 20.000 pound.s 
of chemicals — the payload of a 747 jumbo jet. It would be 
supported by lighter-than-air helliim gas. 

It could hover over a lake, scoop up a load of water and 
jsoom off to the fire. Unloading its water load would be like a 
small dam bursting.

At the same* lime, tliey can¬ 
not help but see some of the 
contrasts wtiich this little 
kingdom -• said by Prime 
Minster Prince Makhosini to 
be “almost non-racial” - 
presents to the apartheid soci¬ 
ety of its neiighbeir.

Effort of Master Hand 


The distinction between 
aitist and craftsman is no¬ 
where less clear than in 
Japan, where a work of art is, 
by definition, the effort of a 
master hand. 

One result of this fact has 
been the atubbom survival of 
a number of traditional 
crafts, euch as hand wood- 
blodc printing, carried on de¬ 
spite die pressures of industri¬ 
alization and Westernization, 
often by a single artisan 
whose skill has earned him 
the position (and the poverty 
too, usually) of the ac¬ 
complished artist and who.se 
products are cheri.shed as ex¬ 
amples of fine art. 

Such a creator is Tateugoro 
Hirose, the sole living maker 
of a colorful paper known as 
Edo Chiyogaml, a craft three 
centuries old. His firm, Isetat- 
su, has a history of 130 years. 
I..eBving junior high scl^l 50 
yeara ago to head the family 
business, he has perpetuated, 
■inglehandedly, one of the 
most characteristic products 
of the age of the Tokugawa 
Shotguns, an art that seems 
to embody the atmosphere of 
Edo (present Tokyo) when it 
was feudal capital of Japan. 

Ibe occasion of his begin-

ning woodblock printing was 
the Great Kanto Earthquake 
of September, 1923, which to¬ 
tally destroyed the publishing 
dis^ct of Tc^o, including 
the Isetatsu house and shop. 
Included in the destruction 
were the thousand or so 
blocks necessary for printing 
50 of the most I^autiful 
papers then available (each 
design requires between 5 and 
30 separate but integrated 
woodcuts). * 

They had be^ gathered at 
the shop preparatory to print¬ 
ing a large volume of the 
masterpieces of Edo Chiyoga- 
ml. Since they were never 
printed, the designs, as well 
as the blocks, were lost forev¬ 
er. One copy of the com¬ 
panion volume was rescued 
from the flames, however, 
and it was from this that 
Hiros relmilt the company. 

While vie rest of Japan’s 
publishers saw the 1923 earth¬ 
quake as a chance to modern¬ 
ize their productkMi, Hirose 
determined to “traditionalize” 
his. He sought out the finest 


handmade papers, settling on 
a pure-white mulbeny-bark 
varied produced for a diort 
time each year in a single 
village on the southern island 
of Shikoku. 

The printing is done as it 
was in the 18th century. A 
stack of 100 sheets represents 
a fair day's work, with spare 
time remaining for recutting 
worn blocks and training an 
apprentice. In the case of a 
complex paper such as Seikai- 
ha, calm sea waves, whose 
subtly flowing colors require 
23 separate printings, no more 
than 50 can be made in a day. 

Japan, too, renews its youth 
in the process of revitalizing 
its arts. IiT a land of high¬ 
speed everything, something 
can be said for slowness. So 
today, at Yonaka, not far 
from Tokyo’s noise, beside a 
clear stream, behind a pine 
garden, beneath a cherry 
tree, the softest sound in the 
world may be heard: the pa¬ 
tient rubbing of a strip of 
bamboo l>ark over a velvety 


sheet of paper. A work of art 
is being made. 

- Taking the family art name 
of Isetatau IV. Hirose moved 
to the small town of Yonaka, 
northeast of the earthquake- 
prone capital, and taught him¬ 
self the art of carving. Even¬ 
tually, he reproduced moat of 
the original 50 designs he had 
saved and went on to’make 
others. 

The repertory today 
amounts to 150 readily avail¬ 
able papers plus an euqal 
number that cannot be made 
either because cutting the 
woodblocks for them would be 
too arduous, or because the 
dyes are no lon^i^available. - 

Edo Chiyogaml was first 
used on hanging scrolls and 
sliding doors, brightening a 
naturally lit room. More re¬ 
cently. the brilliantly hued 
papers have been used for 
making dolls and folding into 
paper animals — the art, or 
game, known as Origami. 

Sheets are use<j to decorate 
boxes and gifts, and for car¬ 
rying Incense sticks to tea 
ceremonies or incense par¬ 
ties. They also make unusual 
holders for sweet rice cakes.

Tropical Rain Forests 
Irreplaceable Resource 


We need a new image of the 
jungle. The old concept of an 
"enemy" Id be vanquished is 
destroying an irreplaceable 
resource — the xvorld’s tropi¬ 
cal rain forest. 

Where many people ace 
"useless" vegeta^iem covering 
"valuable" land^botanists see 
another kind of wealth. They 
see thousands of little-known 
plant species whose role in 
earth’s life and potential 
value to mankind are 
unassessed. 

Three National University 
of Mexico botanists warned of 
losing this botanic treasure a 
year ago in a paper which al¬ 
ready has become a classic. 
Now’, in a recent issue 
.Science, several of their inter-1 
national colleagues supi>ort 
their conservation plea. 

In tiiat plea, A. Gomez 
Pompa, C. Vazquez-Yanes, 
and S. Guevara noted that 
tropical jungle lacks the resi-

hence of a temi^erate forest. 
It does not regenerate from a 
few scattered trees. Only 
when large stands of virgin 
jungle border relatively small 
cleared areas can regenera¬ 
tion occur. Thus, today’s 
wholesale clearing means per¬ 
manent destruction. 

TTie gains from this carnage 
are chimerical. Quick wealth 
from logging or temporary 
grazing soon yield to 
desolation. Tropical rain 
forest ground is jtoor soil. 
Most of the plant nutrients 
are tied up In standing vege¬ 
tation; only constant recy¬ 
cling suptKH'ts the lush 
growth. ' *' 

Weir might tlie three Mex- 
l<an experts lament. The 


"fact that thousands of spe¬ 
cies will disappear before any 
aspect of their biology has 
been investigated ia frighten¬ 
ing," they feel. 

The Mexicans wrote from a 
country where primitive slash- 
and-bum farming is a major 
destroyer. Brazil's new road 
into the Amazon rain forest 
brings similar desolation. 

And in Asia, loo, the devas¬ 
tation proceeds. In one of the, 
recent letters supporting pre-*- 
servation of jungle areas. 
I^ester L. Short, of the Ameri¬ 
can Musmm of Natural Ris- 
toiy says that “no rain forest 
area is suffering more than 
that of Southeast Asia ... It 
is a tragedy ...” he adds, 
that the rain forests are 
vanishing "before we haxe 


the knowledge to , manage 
them effectively and economi¬ 
cally." 

Ail of this adds up to a sci¬ 
entist's plea not to destroy 
what we do not understand. 
This is more than cwiserva- 
tum of a particular environ¬ 
ment in particular areas for 
its own sake. It reflects a con¬ 
cept of the jungle as a source 
of biological knowledge poten¬ 
tially valuable for all man¬ 
kind. 

Whether or not interested 
scientists can convert the re¬ 
sponsible governments to this 
view is a very open question. 

ReH^ding to the letters of 
support, the Mexican bota¬ 
nists called for a world effort 
at jungle preservation, per¬ 
haps through the United Na¬ 
tions. — 

This, in turn, calls for a 
revolution in how we think 
alK)ut that old "enemy," the 
.iunglc.

"He feela certain ha'i head¬ 
ed (or the prime minister'! of¬ 
fice," one aide said this week 
aa the Projresilve Conserva¬ 
tive leader moved through a 
five-day cross-country that 
ended here Friday. 

The tour, coming In the lest 
week of the summer parlia¬ 
mentary recess, was designed 
by party officials to reflect 
the image of a leader rather 
than a politician. 

Besides the nor¬ 
mal speeches, news confer¬ 
ences and television tapings, 
Stanfield added a newer 
twist by meeting with pro¬ 
vincial premiers. 

The sessions, in which he 
emphasized his wiUingn^s to 
consult the provinces on 
major national issues, started 
last week when he met NDP 
Premier Alan Blakeney of Sas¬ 
katchewan and Conservative 
Premier Peter Lougheed of 
Alberta. This week he had 
private talks with NDP pre¬ 
miers Ed Schreyer of Mani¬ 
toba and Dave Barrett of 
British Columbia. 

Stanfield says he's being. 
taJ.en more seriously than in 
previous years. In the eu¬ 
phoria that followed Prime 
Minister Trudeau's rise to 
power, voters weren't as will¬ 
ing to look at the Conserva¬ 
tives aa a likely alternative, 
he says. "ThlB has changed a 
good deal." 

Aides say press reaction Is 
similar, that the 59-year-old 
former Nova Scotia premier 
is sometimes treated almost 
too kindly by reporters. 

One staff member actually 
welcomed a sharp-tongued 
Winnipeg interviewer this 
week who attempted to depict 
Stanfield as a sort of bum¬ 
bling uncle adrift in the world 
of federal politics. 

"It gave him a chance to 
open up a little. Ht eould use 
more of that."

Douglas Cook, officer in 
charge of the Canada Im- 
migraticMt <^oe at 816 Gov> 
emment, said Friday 476 per> 
sons have applied in the Vic¬ 
toria area for landed-im¬ 
migrant status since the pro¬ 
gram began Aug. 15 and 222 
have been approved with 66 of 
them actually landed. 

Paperwork Is continuing on 
all the other cases, said Cook, 
and no applicants have either 
been rejected or set aside tor 
review. 

Latest national figures are 
20.542 approved for landing 
with 4,104 of them actudlly 
becoming landed immigrants 
al(mg with 20,647 esses stlU 
going through the paperwork, 
only 20 reviews and no rejec¬ 
tions. 


The amnesty program enda 
at midnight Moi^ay and Otta¬ 
wa h&s rejected requests for 
an extension.^ After Monday, 
illegal immigrants who have 
not registered will be liable to 
deportation without appeal. 

The program applies to an 
illegal entrant, student or visi¬ 
tor who arrived in Canada on 
or before Nov. 30, 1872. Cook 
said anyone on Vancouver Is¬ 
land who wants to register 
can do so today or Monday on 
this basis;

denomination phony bills has 
appeared in Greater, Victoria 
and only the old-style, less co¬ 
lorful {5, {10 and {20 bills are 
being counterfeited. 

The Victoria police fraud 
squad said it is more difficult 
to counterfeit the newer {5. 
{10 and {20 bills because they 
contain 14 colors instead of 
the four in the older currency; 
And banking sources said the 
old-style paper amounts to 
only about one-quarter of the 
{5, {10 and {20 bills in circula¬ 
tion. 

Counterfeit {50 bills began 
showing up in Greater Vic¬ 
toria during the July 1 week¬ 
end and police said the total 
since then is about 80. 

A woman tried unsuccess¬ 
fully to pass a bogus {100 bill 
, last week St a Victoria store 
end three more phony {100s 
were turned into banks Tues¬ 
day by VfcIoHa district 
stores. • 

Police believe the bad bills 
began their life in Quebec and 
have been slowly heading 
west. The same applies to the 
lower-denomination currency, 
which has appeared in Ed¬ 
monton and Calgary and is 
reported also to have turned 
up in Vancouver.

centres. 

His testimony was given be¬ 
fore Judge Edmond Jorre de 
St. Jorre in the trial of David 
Aubrey Dublanko, 21. of Ed¬ 


monton, on a two-count 
charge of trafficking in heroin 
July 23 and 24 in Vietdria. 

Convey said he took a two- 
month undercover course in 
Toronto a year ego with in¬ 
struction on identification of 
narcotics, meanings of street 
.jargon and "how to act simi- 
lar to people who ai*e on the«r' 
street.” ^ 

He said It was about noon 
July 23 when he and Biden 
approached a girl outside the 
Ghurchi]^: Hotel, 1140 Govern¬ 
ment, went inside and then 
went back out to approach a 
men alone in a car. Convey 
identified the man as Dublan- 
ko, * 

The constable said he asked 
Dublinko, "Do you got?” 
lie said was a drug- 


users term for. "Do you have 
heroin for sale?” 

■^e said DilWanko replied, 
"iqllllh, I got,” then asked 
Convey and Biden to show 
him their tracks—needle 
marks commonly found on the- 
arms of heroin users. 

Convey testified he pulled 
up his left sleeve and showed 
him tracks—'T had placed the 
tracks there myself with a 
needle.” 

He said Dublanko drove 
them around the downtown 
area and then to an address 
on Pandora, ^^he^e they or¬ 
dered two capsules at $40 
each. He said Dublanko went 
into the address and came 
back with "two small white 
capsules ”«for which they gave 
him four $20 bills. 


On July 24, Convey said, he 
and Biden were sitting at a 
table at the Churchill Hotel 
when Dublanko asked Biden 
“if we were looking to score” 
--another {rfirase for the pur¬ 
chase of heroin. 

Biden said he would like to 
^"score,” agreed to a $40 price 
and began to count out the 
money. Convey said Dublanko 
said, "Let's take a walk.” and 
the two went outside with 
Convey staying at the table. 

The court ran out of time at 
that point and prosecutor Mi¬ 
chael Hutchison and defence 
lawyer Robert Johnston 
agreed to return Tuesday 
morning to discuss a date for 
resumption of the trtal.

Into Real Sky Battle 


GROSSE ILE, Mich. (UPI) — Robert 
Sayers, a retired air force lieutenant colonel, 
fought his toughest battle in civilian life- 
against a woman armed with two knives and 
apparently bent on suicide in a small private 
plane plunging wildly 1,000 feet above tlus 
Detroit suburb. 

"It was a miracle that he made it." po¬ 
liceman Gerald Kopp said. 

The wtmian twice attacked Sayers with 
knives Thursday and wrestled with him for 
control of the single-engine plane. lt« plum¬ 
meted and turned erratically a.s the two 
fought, several times almost clipping trees 
and buildings. 

Sayers, 47 suffer^ a half-dozen stab 
wounds in the chest, neck and back. 

But he finally brought the plane down 
after a five-n\inute struggle and landed it on 


a grassy patch In the middle of the Grosse 
Tie airport. 

His assailant. Mrs. Sally Helmle, was 
placed under detention in a hospital and was 
treated for cuts on her hands. Police said she 
was apparently suffering from severe depres- 
siMi. 

.. . During the battle, police said. Mrs. 
Helmle’s three children — girls 11 and 10 and 
a 2-year-oId boy screamed in terror in a 
. back seat of the Piper Cherokee. 

Sayers wa.s covered in blood when he 
came down. He was listed In aktlsfactory 
condition Friday in a hospital. 

- Poliee said Sayers' .joined a Grosse He 
charter and flight training company one 
month ago after retiring from the air force. 
He was trying to make enough money to 
bring his British wife to the Unit^ Stales, 
the company said.

EXPERIMENT: Are the blind helpless? 

MATERIAL AND APPARATUS: Ray and Gloria Sewell, 
a blind couple, living at 2619 Dalhousie in Oak Bay. Ray lost 
sight in a 19S6'Car crash, while wife, Gloria, lost last of vision 
as a pre-schooler. One sighted reporter. The co-operalion of 
the Canadian National InstUute for the Blind in Victoria, 
which is seeking funds from the United Way campaign. A- 
dash of home living. ' 

HYPOTHESIS: If the Sewells can live a near-normal life, 
a reporter can live through a morning in her home with eyes 
closed. 

METHOD: My first thought was: do I know it is 

morning? The clocks have glass covers. I could try tM radio. 
(Ray Sewell: “You can hear cars going by. dog's barking, 
and bird’s singing — those are all day noises.” ITie Sewells 
also have a braille'alarm clock.) 

I can feel my clothes to identify them, fold them by find¬ 
ing seams, but what if they’re dirty^Gloria Sewell; “We 
have to have someone come in and look over our clothing m 
.see what needs cleaning. You can feel wrinkles in clothing or 
by the way they hang.” (iloha has designed a braille teg sys¬ 
tem for Ray’s shirt colors.) 

I don’t bump into too many things l>ecau.sc I know my 
house, but what about a strange place. (Gloria Sewell; “Blind 
people are not neat because they like to he.” A chair left out 
of place or something discarded on a rug are items that can 
trip up a blind perstm in their home. Ray Sewell, through the 
CNIB, has learned to use the white cane for outside walking. 
He walks a block and a half to a shopping centre, pays bills, 
picks up stamps — all by using the cane to find memorized 
landmarks such as curbs, mailboxes, and inclines. Ray: “I 
know when I cross this street, it is 90 steps to my drive¬ 
way.’’) 

'The batter was pre-made for my pancake breakfast and 
the control panel on the stove is a half-moon shape, but what 
about dial controls? 

(Gloria Sewell: “Everyone’s stove is different, but usual¬ 
ly a CNIB worker will come into your home and help you 
work out a system.” The systems consist of putting nailpolish 
or tape on the core of the dial and more adhesive material at 
different temperatures on the outside of the stove dial, i 

There has just got to be a better way of determining if 
you have enough batter in the frying pan. I stuck my finger 
down the side of the frying pan. (Gloria Sewell: “There is a 
cookbook for blind people called Cooking Without Looking:” 
When you can’t look at things you use temperature, quantity, 
and time. There is a braille timer (or cooking, i 

I made the bed with the cover crooked. (Gloria: “In this 
case, a CNIB worker would show you how to feel along the 
bottom of the bed to check the covers.”) 

By using my nose and middle of the neck a.s guide.*:. I 
parted my hair and produced pigtails, but scrapped the 
make-up. (Gloria: “I don’t wear make-up. but CNIB does 
teach a course for women on putting on cosmetics.) 

CONCLUSION: People with physical vision can he men¬ 
tally blind. The blind can be tau^t to help themselves by the 
CNIB. but the institute needs financial support.

If Stanfield would not sup¬ 
port such a plan, he could not

The Oak Bay MLA, who has

the federal and provincial 
wings of die party. 

The party’s administrative 
office in Vancouver also han¬ 
dles both provincial and fed¬ 
eral affairs. Of each $5 mem¬ 
bership fee paid, $3 goes to 
the running of the office; $1 to 
the federal riding association; 
and the last $1 to the provin¬ 
cial riding association where 
one is set up. 

But in many of the prov¬ 
ince’s 49 provincial ridings, 
there Ls no separate provin¬ 
cial constituency association, 
he noted. The federal constitu¬ 
ency association also handles 
what provincial affairs it can. 

Organizing separate provin¬ 
cial constituency associations 
is all ridings is one of the first 
tasks the Tories must under¬ 
take to build up their parties 
as a provincial force again, 
Wallace feels, and this would 
be far more easily handled by 
a totally separate provincial 
organization. 


Largely because of the 
structure, the provincial asso¬ 
ciation can have little money 
of its own. he said. Wallace 
also said the Tory party in 
B.C. is in poor financial 
shape, both provincially and 
federally. 

*T have no hesitation in say¬ 
ing that the party is complete-^- 
ly broke. 1116 party is In 
debt,” he said. 

Part of the reason for this, 
he thought, was that it had 
relied t<x) heavily on a few 
large donations fr »m busi¬ 
nesses and corporations. What 
was needed was In “huild a 
stable, effective program of 
financing through the gra.ss 
roots of the ^laity.” 

Membership fees should b« 
increased, he suggested, be¬ 
cause 45 cents a month »was 
too little to pay for support of 
the party. Donations and con¬ 
tributions from individuals, 
both members and non¬ 
members. should be en¬ 
couraged. 


And. especially, constitu¬ 
ency associations should be 
encouraged to hold small 
fund-raising events witliin 
their constituencies — every¬ 
thing from bake sales to 
dances. 

Financing by these means 
would have three main advan¬ 
tages. said Wallace. First, it 
would get party members ac¬ 
tive and involved in plbnning 
and managing fund-raising 
event.s. 

Second, it would provide a 
more stable and secure in¬ 
come. After some study, il 
would be i>ossible to plan a 
carefully balanced Inidget for 
the party because one would 
be able to estimate with some 
degree of accuracy what 
money would be coming in. 

Third, and according to 
Wallace most important, il 
would give the party a 
greater degree of political in¬ 
dependence. 

“We’ve got to stop relying 


on handouts.” he said. *1 
know my friends won’t like 
my saying that, but tlvats 
what they are.” 

He didn't think there was 
now a paiiy in B.C. that was 
as politically independent as 
the Tories would be if this 
sv'stem of financing was 
adopted. 

With the prnincial Tories 
now with no money and about 
to choose a new leader, it 
would be an ideal time to 
begin the new and separate 
administrative and financial 
set-up. 

Wallace said he believed 
Slanfield would not objec-t to 
either the se|>arate provincial 
b:)ard and organization, or 
Wallace’s [iroi^osals for fund¬ 
ing it. “I don’t see why he 
should object, but I want to 
cheek just to make sure.” 

He said he had not obtained 
any formal appi^val for the 
proposals from the joint B.C.'

To Test Cougars 


It beats me 


How much will Montreal Canadim. miss Ken Drydcn" 
WUI Bobby Orr and Phil Esposito be free o( knea problems? 
Is this the seaspn New York Rangers will finally make it to 
the very top? Are Buffalo Sabrea going to continue to 
impTOVB *nd mov* up to challenge the top three in their 
divtaton? Are Vancouver Canucks improved enough to rate 
serious consideration as a playoff possibility? Arc Philadel¬ 
phia Flyers ready to take over from Chicago Black Hawks in 
the West Division? 

It's a new National Hockey League season, and the urge 
to speculate remains iiresistable. 

This could be a season of significant developments, but it 
is highly unlikely to produce more than two new playoff 
clubs, and it wouldn't be that surprising if the same eight 
clubs which qualified last spring are all back for the Stanley 
Cup go. 

. There I* reason to believe that expansion clubs may be 
about ready to make their biggest step towards parity, but it 
may show up more in a closer, better quality of competition 
than it will in the division tables. Barring injury or illness, it 
is safe to presume that Montreal Canadiens, Boston Bruins 
and New York Rangers will remain the three top clubs in the 
East Division. And it’s just about as safe to predict that 
Chicago Black Hawks. Philadelphia Flyers and Minnesota 
North Stars will again be the top three in the West Division. 
But there could he some shuffling In their positions, and con¬ 
siderable new movement below them. 


In the Eiast Division, much of the movement is likely to 
be furnished by the Canadiens and Toronto Maple Leafs, 
clubs which, in a sense, will be moving in opposite directions 
while registering the biggest difference betw’een their point 
totals of last season and this season.. 

It Isn't that Canadiens are going to slide that far. or even 
that they no longer rate as division favorites. They do. but it 
is unrealistic to believe that they will be able to match Iasi 
season’s record 120 points. They will miss Marc Tardif and 
Relean Houle, and. most of all. Dryden. whose great ability 
to smother those sudden, close-in shots made up lime and 
again for those errors of omission by teammates with a cer¬ 
tain reluctance to do much about preventing g<>als. Canadiens 
will probably have to work harder this season to hold 'their 
losing efforts to 20 games than they did la.sl season in taking 
the short end only 10 times. But the cup champions still have 
the edge In depth of talent and should be able to hold off the 
Rangers, who keep on coming up short just when it apiiears 
they are there, and the Bruins, who hhve to rely too much on 
two players, both with knee problems, to be a geiod risk. 

As uncertain as first place for the Brums is a repeal for 
the Sabres, who unexpectedly grabbed off the fourtii playoff 
spot last season. They iust made it. by two points over De¬ 
troit. but there is more to fear this season than tiie Red 
Wings. The club moat likely to show the biggest gain is 
Toronto, and it is quite possible the Maple I.<eaf.« will make up 
the 24 points which separated them from fourth place when 
their season ended last spring. 

The Leafs have much on which to base hopes for a better 
season. They Improved their, goalkeeping at least 100 per cent 
by acquiring Doug Favell and Ed Johnston. Paul Henderson 
and Brian Glennie are healthy again, there is no reason to 
believe Norm Ullman can’t bounce back from a poor season, 
there is a promising rookie crop headed by Lanny McDonald 
and Swedish-recruit Borje Salming. And. perhaps most im- 
pirtant. there is the presence of Red Kelly as coach. The 
I^afs should be able to return to being a playoff club, and if 
anything should hapjien to Orr or Esposito, i-ould even move 
into the top three. They have more balance than the Sabres, 
who have quite a problem on defence and have in rely far t»>o 
much on the Perreault-Martin-Robert line. 

Detroit can’t be di.scounted as a playoff threai. but min’- 
naj problems there are not likely to be solved by new mach 
Ned Garvin, and the Wings may be hard pressed to hold r»ff 
the Canucks. The Vancouver club figures to l>e improved, 
both on and off the ice. but it finished 33 points heliind the 
fifth-place Wings la^ season and considerable optimism is 
needed to see anything better than another seventh-place 
finish. 

★ ★ * 

Flyers command the attention in the Western Division, 
where the big question is whether the Philadelphia club will 
he able to unseal the Hawks. 

The answer should be yes if Rernie Parent can continue 
to play a.s he did in that opening-game shutout of ihe l.efds.

Further to my notes in yes* 
terday’s column on the winter 
•tormge of vegeUbies. I might 
my that over the years I have 
had a sui^rising number of 
letters fitm readers arcing 
whether It is safe to eat pars¬ 
nips which have been left out 
in the ground all winter. I 
don’t know how this silly su¬ 
perstition ever got started— 
that over-wintered parsnips 
turn poi8<mous—but there is 
absolutely nothing in it. 

In fact, on well drained 
sandy loam soil, I think by far 
the best way to store parsnips 
is to leave them in the 
ground, pulling them as need¬ 
ed. Frost hold^ no terrors for 
the parsnip—in fact, its flavor 
and sweetness Is improved by 
a touch frost. 

To prevent pannips from 
becoming too big and coarse, 
some ganlenera dig them in 
the fall, -twist off their tops, 
then replant them upside 
down to check any further 
growth. This should be in a 
spot close to s hard path so 
they can be gathered In wet 
weather without muddy boots. 

Mind you. you can'l leave 
parsnips in the ground In

heavy, wet soil infested with 
slugs, and in this case they 
should be stored in slightly 
dampened peat moss, sawdust 
or sand, as for carrots. 

We have an entirely dif¬ 
ferent situation with winter 
squash and pumpkin, as 
these' need very much 
warmer and drier conditions 
than the root vegetables. 
Given the proper storage cmi- 
ditions. pumpkins will keep 
for two months and the hard¬ 
skinned winter squash—But¬ 
tercup. Butternut. Hubbard. 
Acorn. Uconn and the like - 
have been ttond succeasfully 
for up to six months. 

It is a good idea to wipe 
the skins with a cloth mois¬ 
tened in a a^dution o( house¬ 
hold bleach (Javex, Perfex, 
Chlorox). one part bleach to 
three parts water, to prevent 
moulds and mildew. If at all 
possible, place your pumpkins 
and winter squash in a VERY 
warm room, fW to degrees, 


for a period of two weeks; 
this curing or after-ripening 
adds considerably to ttietr 
storage life. Then transfer to 
a moderately cotri, dry place, 
^ to 50 degrees, and they 
should be up off ^e flom* rm 
shelves or racks to avoid con¬ 
tact with dampness. 

Ihis treatment, incidental¬ 
ly, is cotTect for the ornamen¬ 
tal gourds which, after all. 
are simply inedible forms of 
squash. After curing for two 
weeks in a very warm but 
weD ventilated place, coat 
your gourds lightly with clear 
floor wax. or better still, with 
a good grade of auto body 
wax, and polish with a soft 
cloth. For my money, this is 
very much better than psint- 
ing them with varnish or shel¬ 
lac. which tends to flake off. 

The cauliflower is one of 
our most difficult vegetables 
In store, and even under ideal 
ronditiom. il has a storage 
life of only a few weeks. For 


this reason, I think it is best 
t> leave Shorn in the ground 
until the time for really se¬ 
vere frosts arrive—thsy can 
take a few light ground frosts. 
Use spring clothe pegs to pin 
a couple of the outer leaves 
together over the top at tha 
curd to keep the rain out. 

Another good stunt is to 
take out a spadeful of toil 
alongside the stem and on the 
north side of the plant. Bend 
the plant over toward the 
north with your foot and 
dump the shovelful of soil on 
the lower stem to hold it in its 
slanting position so the low 
winter sun cannot strike the 
curd. 

Examine your cauliflowers 
every few days, cutting each 
me as it reaches prime condi¬ 
tion, for tois vegetable is 
quick to become overblown 
and useless after it reaches 
its peak. 

With all cauliflowers, cab¬ 
bages and sprouts standing in 
the garden, it is most impor¬ 
tant to remove promptly any 
leaves which may be turning 
yclk>w. as these give off a 
horrible smell, so strong It 
ran ImrMirt a taint to nearby 
vegetables.

To many people, the stoi'y of words seems a remote 
and academic pastime, bearing little relation to the real 
world. Actually, however. It is in words and their changing 
use that we find important clues to the social and psycholo¬ 
gical drifts of the s^ety. 

For instance, what ^ all the following words have in 
common: bawd, concubine, coquette, courtesan, hag, harlot, 
hoyden, shrew, termagent, wetKA and witdi? 

Of course they are all demeaning words for women, and 
today are used ofily in reference to women. But the really in¬ 
teresting thing about them — and many more -- is that origi¬ 
nally they used to denote either sex. 

★ ★ ★ 

Over the last few centuries, however, these words be¬ 
came pe.iorative only for women — which indicates how male 
chavinism in the real world translated itself into toe verbal 
downgrading of the opposite sex. 

Bawds, concubines, coquets, courtesans and harlots ini¬ 
tially referred to both men and women of loose sexual prac¬ 
tices. Chaucer. Wyoltffe« Beaumont and Fletcher, .Shake¬ 


speare and countless other writers use these terms Interchan¬ 
geably for either sex. Ihen they suddenly die out as words 
applying to men and become "feminine" only. 

Why ahould a hag be only an unattractive old woman, 
when there is no correlative term for such a man? Why 
should a termagent become only a female who rants and 
rails, when just as many men are nags? Why should a shrew 
be only a woman, when masculine shrews abound every¬ 
where? And a witch was at first bisexual; that is why so 
much Elizabethan literature referred to a "she-witch” when 
such was intended. 

Only 200 years ago, the word hoyden was oftener applied 
to a clownish, ill-bred man than to a girl; now it is exclusive¬ 
ly used to designate a certain type ot female. We really have 
no masculine equivalent — evot auch Victorian terms as cad 
and bounder were quickly dropped from the language of 
epithet. 

Our speech accurately reflects the prejudices of the 
ruling group. Since the rulers and the rich and the educated 
(who directed language) generally lived in cities, we devel¬ 
oped such words as villain, which meant a rustic; heathwi 
and pagan, \vhich also indicated those who dwelt in the 
country; boor, which meant a farmer, and many other such 
u-ords u-hich downgraded rural inhabitants. 

The use of a word wrongly understood can affect great 
events. Some believe toat Darwin’s 'The Descent of Man 
evoked such a storm because "descent" teemed to indicate a 
dropping down from the apes; when he really maant it in the 
sense in which we speak of "descending from royalty."

Wew Attitudes and Technology 
Greatest Threats to Privacy’

The two greatc.st threats lo 
ythe Individual right of privacy 
are technology and changing 
cultural attitudes. Morris 
Cranston of the London Scho^. 
of Economics told a Universi¬ 
ty of Victoria audience Thurs¬ 
day night. 

Cranston, a political philos¬ 
opher who is currently visit¬ 
ing profos.sor at IJBC. said 
changes in attitude on the 
part of the media, govern¬ 
ment. commercial institutions 
and the public on the amount 
of privacy to which the indi¬ 
vidual ha.s a right and tech¬ 
nological innovations such as 
bugging rttuipment. sophis¬ 
ticated cameras and data 
bank.s increasingly threaten 
individual privacy. 

He defined privacy general¬ 
ly as what people think of as 
being their own basiness and 
no one else's 

Cranston said the right to 
privacy, or that area which 
people consider to be their 
own business, has been suh- 
.ject to differing intcrprola- 
tions through the ages. 

For example, he said# be¬ 
fore 1914 it was considered 
improper to talk or write 
about a man's sexual experi¬ 
ences..income or medical con¬ 
dition. 

The British sex scandal in¬ 
volving Lord I.ambton and 
Fiarl Jellicoe could not have 
happened in that era, he said. 

The right to privacy has 
been defined through the 
ages, both legally and social¬ 
ly. 

Although theoretically, pri¬ 
vacy is given more protection 
'under American i^ ihap Eu¬ 
ropean. in practice. American 
courts don’t uphold the right 
to privacy unless the issue of 
privacy is tied to another 
right, he said. 

As an example he men¬ 
tioned a court case involving 
a retired prostitute. ^ 

A movie about a prostitute 
was made using the woman's 
name. She sued for invasion 
»of privacy and won. 

In another case, the New 
Yorker published a story 
about a man who had been a 
mathematics prodigy as a 
child but who was then by 
'Nihoice living an obscure exis¬ 
tence as a clerk. 

After publication of the 
story, thi» . man was thnist 


hack into the limeli;^t 
against his will. He sued for 
invasion of privacy and lost. 

The prostitute won her ca.se, 
Ci'anston said, because her 
right to privacy was linked lo 
her ri^ht to reputation. 

The mathematics prodigy 
lost because his was purely 
and simply a case of invasion 
of privacy.

But, he feels, the right to 
privacy is better defended as 
a social rather than legal 
right. 

He said that although the 
word ‘privacy’ is not men¬ 
tioned in ancient hills of 
rights, the concept existed as 
part of another right.

Cranston feels that legal 
protection of privacy is in it¬ 
self absurd.

Any legal action only en¬ 
hances publicity.” 

A person vriw has lost his 
privacy can sue for damages 
hut money doesn’t undo the 
invasion, he said., 

Also, civil suits involving in¬ 
vasions of privacy are expen¬ 
sive to pursue. 

A true legal protection of 
Ihe right to privacy could only 
be* achieved by using in¬ 
camera court proceedings, 
restricting press coverage 
and pursuing invaskin of pri¬ 
vacy cases in criminal court, 


said, the 17th centuiy irfuloso- 
pher John Locke probably in¬ 
cluded the concept of pnvacy 
in his defence of the right to 
property. 

Today, the right to privacy 
can best be protected by in¬ 
cluding ’it as part of the more 
universal right to liberty. 

He said toat pe<H>le who 
seek out publicity such as 
film stars lose their claim to 
privacy but are rewarded by 
the privileges that celebrity 
status affords. 

In essence, they bargain 
their right to privacy for priv¬ 
ileges, he said. 
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draw publicity to themselves 
in a modest wav through their 
actions. 

He mentioned, as an ex¬ 
ample, the man who writes a 
signed letter to the editor. He 
states his views publicly and 
by so doing, loses some mea»- 
upe of privacy. 

In a discussion period after 
Cranston’s talk, it was pointed 
out that people on welfare 
who must have their private 
lives investigated in oMer to 
quality for welfare benefits 
are forced Into the same bar- 
gaining-their-privacy system 
as celebrities. 

With the continuing growth 
of big government and a pros- 
peixMts population, this sort of 
dilemma is bound to become 
more common, it was con¬ 
cluded.

However, Macdonald em¬ 
phasized that this was not the 
government’s immediate in¬ 
tention. Instead, Westcoa.st 
would be paid a fee to clean 
and transport the gas for the 
B.C. crown corporation; 

The cwnpany was amena¬ 
ble to this suggestion, he 
added, and he thought produc¬ 
ers w^>uld l)C willing to sell 
their gas to the govwnment 
company. 

When Uie government sold 
the gas. it would be at a much 
higher price than today's, 
particularly to e.xporters, he 
said. However, B.C. hoped to 


"proteot the domestic con¬ 
sumer" from higher prices. 

The setup d the new cor¬ 
poration wouldn’t allow the 
creation of a twoprice gas 
system — one price for export 
consumers, another one for 
domestic' users, said Mac¬ 
donald. 

The easiest way to protect 
the consumer would be to gel 
federal support for a two- 
price system and ha\^ one es¬ 
tablished under a section at 
the National Energy Act. al¬ 
lowing the National Engegy 
Board to raise export prices, 
even in mid-term of a con¬ 
tract. he said. 

If the federal government 
wouldn’t take such action the 
province would have to begin 
''to look at other ways of pro¬ 
tecting B.C. consumers, said 
Macdonald. 

He agreed that provincial 
subsidies back to B.C. natural 
ga.s users w'as one possibility, 
but didn't want to speculate 
un just what the government 
night do. 

The attorney-general said 
the gas corporation bill 
wouldn’t likely be the only 
piece of legislation dealing 


with petroleum-type energy 
resources to be Introduced at 
this session of the Legislature. 
Another is expect^ next 
week, and he hinted that it 
might deal with the tax and 
royalty stru< ture on oil and 
gas. 

The Petroleum Corporstion 
wks one recommendation of 
me B.C. Energy Commission 
iW its lengthy report on natu¬ 
ral gas problems in B.C. 
biought down thi*ee weeks 
ago. 

However, the corfioration in 
the commission report w'ould 
have only bought fnd sold 
gas. not had the more general 
powers granted in the bill. 

It was those powers that 
caused industry concern ac¬ 
cording to the . industry 
spokesman. William Hoijc- 
Russ. Canadian manager of 
Placid Oil. He did not feel fer 
exahiple. that the government 
should be directly involved in 
e.xploration and drilling 

’'However, if they followed 
the recommendations of the 
Energy Commission with 
respect to the operation of 


this corporatiwi, it would, per¬ 
haps, to any people in the in¬ 
dustry, not be unreasonable." 

Phillips, said, however, that 
once the bill was enacted, the 
government would have to go 
into the oil and gas explora¬ 
tion and development busi¬ 
ness or face a severe energy 
shortage. 

Private companies would 
lose all incentive lo explore or 
build pipelines under the pro 
prised act, so no new re¬ 
sources w'iuld be developed 
unless tl'.e government did it. 

Anderson agreed that the 
bill "spells the end of private 
initiative in any of the fields 
of exploration, pipeline con¬ 
struction and production." 

CcNicerning this winter’s 
probably natural gas shortage 
in B.C., Macdonald said that 
a B.C. team was now in Al¬ 
berta studying the feasibility 
of buying some Alberta gas to 
make up tlie sla>rtage. This 
would prevent cuts in Indus* 
trial supplies, but the cost 
w'ould be greater than normal 
for B.C. gas, he said.

A new ityutein nf deteiTTiin- 
ing Atumpage payments to the 
government for timber cut in 
the province was announced 
.rrlday by Resources Minister 
Robert Williams. 

The new regulations, whidi 
go into effect on Monday for 
Ihe Interior forest region, will 
bring in about an extra $30 
milLinn a year in provincial 
revenues, Williams estimated. 

He said no firm date has 
been set for putting the regu¬ 
lations into e^ect in the Cbast 
region, which Includes Van¬ 
couver Island. "It is an ex¬ 
tremely comjdex situation on 
the Coast." he added. 

Much of the increased tax 
will come from the abolition 
of what was commonly 
known as SS-cent wood — 
wood on which only 55 cents 
royalty was paid on each 100 
cubic feet. ^ __ 

Williams said he had found 
that 100 cubic feet of wood 
equal to 100 eight-foot pieces 
of 2 by 4 — cost $144 in a Van¬ 
couver lumber yard, meaning 
the stumpage tax would be 
Just over one-third of 1 T»cr 
cent. 

The 55-cent system had 
been in effect since 1965, he 
said, when the previous Social 
Cr e d i t government had 
agreed to charge operators 
the flat 55-cent stumpage rate 
for all small wood formerly 
left behind and wasted. This 
wood now accounts fOr about 
38 per cent of all wood pro¬ 
duced in the Interior region. 

Instead of establishing any 
other flat rate, the govern¬ 
ment is instituting a system 
whereby the situation of each

The activity centre idea was 
instigated about nine months 
ago by the city of Duncan, 
which a.«:ked the regional 
board to make it a function.

A new system of rielcrmin- 
Inc stumpaRe payments to the 
Ro\ernmeni for timber rut in 
the province was announced 
Friday by Resources Minister 
Robert Williams. 

llie new regulations, which 
go into effect on Monday for 
the Interior forest region, will 
bring In about an extra S30 
million a year in i»rovincial 
revenues, Williams estimated. 

He said no firm dale has 
been set for putting the regu¬ 
lations into effect in the Oiast 
region, which includes Van¬ 
couver Island. "It is an ex- 
h-emely complex situation on 
the Coa.st," he added. 

Much of. the increased ta^^-* 
will come from the abolition 
of what was com m o n 1 y 
known as 55-cent wr»od 
wood on which only 55 cents 
royalty was paid on each 100^ 
cubic feet. 

Williams said he had found 
that 100 cubic feel of wood 
equal to 100 eight-foot pieces 
of 2 by 4 • cost $144 in a Van¬ 
couver lumber yard, meaning 
the stumpage tax would be 
just mer one-third of 1 }>or 
cent. 

The 55-cent system had 
been in effect since lOfu. he 
said, when the previous Social 
Cr e d 11 government had 
agreed to charge operators' 
the flat 55-ccnt stumpage ratf 
for all small wood formerly 
left behind and wasted. This 
wxxkI now accounts for about 
.38 per cent of all wood pro¬ 
duced in tlie Interior region. 

Instead of establisliing any 
other flat rate, the go\crn- 
ment i.s instituting a system 
whereby the situation of each

EXPERIMENT. Are the blind helpless? 

MATERIAL AND APPARATUS: Ray and Gloria Sewell, 
a blind couple, living at 2619 Dalhousie in Oak Bay. Ray lost 
sight in a 1956 car crash, while wife, Gloria, lost last of vision 
as a pre-schooler. One sighted reporter. The co-operation of 
the Canadian Natkxial Insttiute fcr the Blind in Victoria, 
which is seeking funds from the United Way campaign. A 
dash of home living. ** 

HYPOTHESIS: If the Sewells can live a near-normal life, 
a reporter can live through a morning in her home with eye.« 
closed. 

METHOD: My first thought was: Row do I know it Is 
morning? The clocks have glass covers. I could try the radio. 
(Ray Sewell: “You can hear cars going by. dog's barking, 
and bird’s singing — those are all day noises." The Sewells 
also have a braille alarm clock.) 

I can feel my clothes to identify them, fold them by find¬ 
ing seams, but what if they’re dirty. (Gloria Sewell: "We 
have to have someone come in aqd look over our clothing to 
see what needs cleaning. You can feel wrinkles in clothing or 
by the way they hang." Gloria has designed a braille ta^ sys¬ 
tem for Ray’s shirt colors.) 

I don't bump into too many things because I know my 
house, but what about a strange place. (Gloria S eweiJ : “Blind 
people are not neat because they like to be.” A ciCiTr left oui 
of place or scnnething discarded on a rug are items that can 
trip up a blind perscm in their home. Ray Sewell, through the 
has learned to use the white cane for outside walking. 
He walks a block and a half to a shopping centre, pays bills, 
picks up stamps — all by using the cane to find memorized 
landmarks such as curbs, mailboxes, and inclines. Ray: "f 
know wdien I cro8.s this street, it is 90 steps to my drive¬ 
way.’’) 

The batter wa.s pre-made for my pancake breakfast and 
the control panel on the stove is a half-moon shape, but what 
about dial controls? 

(Gloria Sewell: “Everyone's stove is different, but usual¬ 
ly a CNIB worker will come into your home and help you 
work out a system.'* Ihe systems consist of putting nailpolish 
or tape on the core of the dial and more adhesive material at 
different temperatures on the outside of the stove dial.)—* 

There has just got to be a better way of determining if 
you have enough batter in the frying pan. I stuck my finger 
down the side of the frying pan. (Gloria Sewell: "There is a 
cookbook for blind people called Cooking Without Looking:" 
When you can’t look at things you use temperature, quantity, 
and time. There is a braille tinier fex* cooking.) 

I made the bed with the cover crooked. (Gloria; "In (his 
ca.se, a CNIB worker would show you how to feel along the 
bottom of the bed to check the covers.”) 

By using my nose and middle of the neik as guides. I 
parted my hair and produced pigtails, but scrapped the 
make-up. (Gloria: “I don’t wear make-up. hu( CNIB does 
teach a course for women on putting on cosmetics.» 

CONCLUSION: People with i^ysical vision can be men¬ 
tally blind. The blind can be tau^t to help themselves by the 
CNIB. but the institute need.s financial support.

Wallace Wants B.C. Tory Divorce

B.C.’s provincial Progres- 
•ive Conservatives must be¬ 
come administratively and 
financially separate from the 
federal wnng ot the party be- 
. fore Oak Bay MLA Scott Wal¬ 
lace would seek the perma¬ 
nent provincial leadership, 
Wallace said Friday. 

He was meeting with feder¬ 
al Tory leader Robert Stan¬ 
field in Vancouver Friday 
night to see if Stanfield would 
support a separate provincial 
set-up, but neithar was avail¬ 
able for comment early today. 

Also, said Wallace, earlier 
In the day, the provincial ad¬ 
ministration would have to be 
financed from membership 
dues, contributions from indi¬ 
viduals, and money gained by 
party fund-raising events, not 
from “handouts’* by large bu¬ 
sinesses and corporations. 

If Stanfield would not sup- 
ptnt such a plan, he could not

consider running in the Nov. 

leadership contest to elect 
a i>ermanent party leader, he 
said. 

The Oak Bay MLA, who has 
been interim party leader 
since Derril Warren stepiied 
down three weeks ago, is con¬ 
sidered the leading contender 
for the permanent leadership, 
and is expected to announce 
whether or not he will run for 
it early next week. 

Friday Wallace emphasized 
that his desire for a separate 
provincial political structure 
in no way implied lack of con¬ 
fidence on his [>art in the fed¬ 
eral Conservatives. 

He was firmly committed to 
their policies and to Stanfield 
as federal leader, he said, but 
the present joint structure led 
to administrative problems 
for the provincial Tories. 

Now, he explained, there is 
a ConserN’ative board of of¬ 
ficers which represents both 


('alhy 


the federal and provincial 
wings of t^e party. 

The party’s administratixe 
office in Vancouver also han¬ 
dies both provincial and fed¬ 
eral affairs. Of each (5 mem¬ 
bership fee paid, $3 goes to 
the running of the office; $1 to 
the federal riding association: 
and the lasi^l to the provin¬ 
cial riding association where 
one is set up. 

But in many of the prov¬ 
ince's 49 provincial ridings, 
there is no separate provin¬ 
cial ccmstituency association, 
he noted. The fe^ral constitu¬ 
ency association also handles 
what provincial affairs it can. 

Organizing separate provin¬ 
cial constituency association.^ 
is all ridings is one of the first 
tasks the Tories must under¬ 
take to build up their parties 
as a provincial force again, 
Wallace feels, and this would 
be far more easily handled by 
a totally separate provincial 
organization. 


I.,argely because of the 
structure, the provincial asso¬ 
ciation can have little money 
of its own. he said. W’allace 
also said the Tory party in 
B.C. is in poor financial 
shape, both provincially and 
federally. 

“1 have no hesitation in say¬ 
ing that the party is complete¬ 
ly broke. The party is in 
debt," he said. 

Part of the reason for this, 
he thought, was that it had 
relied too heavily on a few 
large donations from busi¬ 
nesses and corporations. What 
was needed w*a.s to “build a 
stable, effective pnigram of 
financing through (he grass 
roots of the party." 

Membership fees should be 
increased, he suggested, be¬ 
cause 45 cents a month was 
too little to pay for support of 
the party. Donations and con¬ 
tributions from indiriduals, 
both*, members and non¬ 
members, should be en¬ 
couraged. 


And. especially, constitu¬ 
ency associations should be 
encouraged to hold small 
fund-raising events within 
their constituencies — cveiy- 
^ing fnim bake sales to 
dances. 

Financing by these means 
would have three main advan¬ 
tages, said Wallace. First, it 
would get party members ac¬ 
tive and involved In planning 
and managing fund-raising 
events. 

^ Second, it would provide a 
mure stable and secure in¬ 
come. After some study, it 
would be |x>ssible to plan a 
carefully balanced tnidget for 
the party because one would 
be able to estimate with some 
degree of accuracy what 
money would be coming in. 

Third, and according to 
Wallace most important, it 
would give the party a 
greater degree of political in¬ 
dependence. 

"We've got .to .stof) relying 


on handouts." he said. "I 
know' my friends won’t like 
my saying that, but that’s 
what they are.” 

He didn’t think there was 
now a party in B.C. that was 
s as politically independent as 
the Tories would be if this 
system of financing was 
adofited. 

With the prwinclal Tories 
now with no money and about 
to choose a new leader, it 
would be air ideal lime to 
begin the new and separate 
adiminlstrative and financial 
set-up. 

Wallace said he believed 
Stanfield would not object to 
either the separate provincial 
board and organization, or 
Wallace’s pro^tosals for fund¬ 
ing it. "I don't see why he 
sh^ld object, but I want to 
check lust to make sure. ” 

He said he had not obtained 
any formal approval for the 
proposals from the jotat B.C. 
board of officers, but informal 
talks with most of the strong 
provincial Tories had showTi 
strong supiiort for the ideas.

A treatment 
centre must be op«i to ad¬ 
dicts seeking aid on a volun¬ 
tary basis. 

• “Once committed, there 
ing relatives, for at least one 
month so that complete atten- 
ti >n can be focused ui)on the 
problems of the individual. 

• “Counselloi's should be 
available at all times. 

• “The minimum time al¬ 
lotted for committiLl should be 
one month. After one month 
the case should be reviewed 
by a health board. 

.# “The stay in the treat¬ 
ment centre should be only 
the beginning of rehabili¬ 
tation. Special emphasis must 
lie put on aftercare, not 
only for the patients released 
from the centre, but also for 
those who come from correc¬ 
tional instituttons.” 

The brief also suggests that 
help be given both in finding a 
place to live end in finding 
work; that supervision, coun¬ 
selling and guidance be con?

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Hockey Ratings Were Down

It was well known that 
Hockey Night In Canada rat¬ 
ings di[^d during the regular 
1972-73 season, but a well kept 
secret that they bounced back 
up dramatically, to near 
record highs during the Stan¬ 
ley (Mp play-offs. According 
to GBC Research statistics an 
average of 8,490,000 Canadi¬ 
ans over age 12 watched each 
Stanley CXip play-off game. 
The figures are even higher 
for the Montreal vs. Chicago 
final series. 

The ratings did drop during 
the regular season. It would 
have been miraculous if they 
didn't, considering everything 
Hockey Night In Canada had 
to cope with in 1972-73. First 
of all there was the natural 
let down after the heart-stop- 
pang C^nada-Russia series, 
the heroes of which, were, of 
course, the stars of the NHL. 

Next there was the disap¬ 
pointing performance of the 
Toronto Maple Leafs, who 
probably rank as the most 
popular team with the 
country’s TV fans. The Leafs 
never did contend and were 
virtually eliminated from 
play-off consideration by 
early December. 

In addition, last year saw 
the beginning of the VVHA and 
the loss of several top players 
to the new league, including 
such star attractions as 


Bobby Hull, Derek Sanderson, 
Gerry Clieevers and Jean- 
Claude Tremblay. 

And of course, the NHL has 
two new unkiKwn expansion 
teams, the Atlanta Flames 
and the New York Islanders. 

During the regular season, 
the ratings average about 33 
l>€r cent, dowTi 4 per cent 
from the average erf the pre¬ 
vious four years. In the 
playoffs generally they went 
up to 49 per cent on the CSC's 
English network and 52 per 
cent on the French network. 
For the six-game Montreal 
Canadians vs. Chicago Black 
Hawks final series they rose 
still hi^er to 53 per cent on 
the English netwx>rk and 57 
per cent on the French net¬ 
work. In viewers over 32 
years of age that represents 
slightly in excess of lO.OOd.OOO 
people per game. Most profes¬ 
sional hockey rinks seat about 
16,000 people. Each team 
plays 39 home games. The 
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IdOOO.OOO fans who watched 
each final game on Hockey 
Night In Canada last spring 
would fill the Montreal Forum 
for capacity every home game 
for the next 17 years! 

Hockey’s appeal to Canadi¬ 
an women is also w'eU docu¬ 
mented in the CBC research 
statistics. Whether on the 
CTV network, or either the 
CBC English or French net¬ 
works, the proportion of adult 
female viewers is remarkably 
constant, about one-third of 
the entire audience over 12 
years e>f age. Approximately 
50_ per cent of the audienee is 
composed of men and the re¬ 
maining onb^ixtfa is children, 
aged 12-17. The surveys-do not 
include children under 12. It 
is very doubtful that any 
other televised sport can 
claim as great a continuing 


interest amongst female 
viewers. 

With no Canada-Russia 
series this season, a potential¬ 
ly much stronger Maple Leaf 
team, no further eTcpansion 
and the stabilization of the 
UTIA situatioo, Hockey Ni^t 
In Canada looln forward to an 
excellent season, with viewer 
interest and enjoyment at an 
all-time high. The schedule of 
games to be telecast Is the 
l^st in years, featuring fre- 
(|uent visits by top contenders 
and big box office attractions 
like the Boston Bruins, New 
York Rangers, Chicago Black 
Hawks, Philadelphia Flyers 
and Buffalo Sabres. All five 
games between those tradi¬ 
tional arch-rivals, the Mon¬ 
treal Canadians' and the 
Torento Maple Leafs, will be 
telecast.

{ with Panic in the Streets. He

. Aw*ard nomination in 1953 as 
I the gunslinger in Shane. 

"You try not to get overly 
tough. Some actors can't in- 
! spire fear b^ause they try 
. too hard," he said. 'T think 
; fear is a very quiet thing. It’s 

• an emotion. Sometimes if you 
y can’t stand the quiet you want 

to scream. The quiet can be 
) more frightening than hearing 
^ a siren going by." 

I Palance. whose latest film 
is Oklahoma Crude, will ne.xt 
\ be seen in the title role of 
^ Dracula, based on the classic 

• tale qt horror by Bram Stok- 
er. T^is version, written by 

) Richard Matheson and direct¬ 


ed by Dan Curtis, is so quiet 
you can almost hear the flap 
of a vampire’s wing. 

The two-hour movie, filmed 
In England and Yugoslavia, 
..'ll! be broadcast on CBS Sat¬ 
urday, October 13. 

Palance said the version 
might be called Dracula's 
Strange Love Story. He does 
not turn into a l»t and fly 
around. He is humanized, 
given emotions and a reasem 
is established for his being a 
vampire. He also has a love 
interest, played by ITona 
Lewis. His'Tw^s turns her into 
a vampire ftnd they go 
marauding together. 

“He may be contemptible." 
Palance said, “but people will 
sympathise when he's about 
to get it." 

Palance’s sise and face are 
an integral part of his intimi¬ 
dating ways on the screen — 
although he maintains “intimi¬ 
dation is mental." He ^s six i 
feet four inches tall and po- i 
werfully built. Tlie face looks 
as if it could crush rocks. It Is 


broad, with high cheekbones, 
a pushefUn nose, and pene¬ 
trating hazel eyes. 

Asked whether he uses his 
face to intimidate people, Pa¬ 
lance rolled his cigar around 
in his mouth. He stared 
through narrow slits, lliere 
was a Listening of his fea¬ 
tures.

Palance said he believes

Today, just about everyone 
views the Establishment as 
corrupt." 

Palance perpetuates the 
“gentle giant" cliche in Holly¬ 
wood. He sings, writes songs, 
and has a book of poetry coin¬ 
ing out. His Western comedies 
are big hits in Italy and he 


w'ill soon be on Broadw ay in a 
musical version of the Jimmy. 
Stewart film Shenandoah. 

It is the story ttf a father 
who fights to keep his sons 
from being taken hy the army 
in the American CKil War. 

Palance said: "I think any 
man with sLx sons who sends 
them eff to war to die is a 
classic villain." He thought 
for a moment and added: 
“Not even classic."
